Specificity is one of 
the advantages of this 
index, and it will speed 
your search for informa- 
tion. For example, don't 
begin with the Interac- 





tive category if you are 
looking for information 
on touch screens; go 
directly to Touch-Screen 
Systems. Don't look 
under Video if you want 
to know about cam- 
corders; there is a 
separate category for 
Camcorders. And if you 
want to know if your 
name was used in an 
editorial piece during 
the year, just look up 
your name. 

Page numbers follow- 
ing each reference refer 
to the beginning page 
of the column or article, 
not necessarily the 
page on which the ref- 
erence appears. This is 
standard index protocol.
